‘The same objection is made to the 
Egyptian plant as regards the climate of the 
north western provinces; but it is thought a 
useful class of “cotton might be produced 
by hybridizing the indigenous with, the 
New Orleans or Egyptian. ‘The experi- 
ment hitherto made to cultivate cotton in 
the Bengal Presidency were not carried on 
with suflicient’ persistence: or sufficient 
method, though American planters were 
employed in certain cases. 

In the Southern Mahratta country, the 
acclimatizing of New Orleans cotton has 
been secured, and the natives prefer the ex- 
otic as the most remunerative. The intro- 
duction of the finer varieties of indigenous 
seed into districts which previously pro- 
duced a weedy kind of cotton, has been at- 
tended with great success. Imported seed 
has generally been a failure, but the risk is 
considerably reduced, if not altogether re- 
moved, when it is once acclimatized, and the 
Government is procuring India-grown ex- 
otic seed for the cultivators. Experiments 
are now being made’ under the direction of 
several Englishmen eminent in horticulture, 
and sanguine hopes are entertained that 
great success will result from their system 
of procedure. But the frequent liability to 
drought is a great bar to the successful 
growth of cotton throughouta large portion 


cessive drought, the production is said to be 
very satisfactory.

forthe peeple to pay. Now,that Congress 
has declared the Legislature which created 
these debts only provisional. the people will 
not hesitate to declare the debts so created 
to be only provisional also, and that, too, in 
spite of any provision by Congreas to the 
contrary. 

My humble opinion, therefore, is that our 
people should receive this additional at- 
tempt by Congress to destroy them as the 
Roman Senate received thejnvaders of their 
country—with quiet dignity and stolid in- 
difference. Let it be our study benceforth 
to care as little as possible for Federal af- 
fairs and as mach as possible for our own. 
It President Grant shall deem it his duty to 
employ the army and navy of the United 
States to guard and protect unassaulted 
thieves and robbers, let him sodo. If he 
shall go farther and use that army and 
navy in arresting unoffending citizens who 
are only engaged peacefully attending their 
private affairs, why let him arrest—yea im- 
prison, shoot and hang! “The blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of thechurch.” He 
is not worthy of liberty who is not willing 
to be its martyr. 

Above all. let us still preserve our man- 
hood, and do nothing which can possibly 
ye construed into our assent to their recon- 
struction infamies, however often repeat: 
ed. 

We still have bright skies, fertile soils, 
and a healthful climate, These are the gifts 
of God. and are above the power of Con- 
gress to reconstruct, and beyond the reach 
of even Radicals to,steal or carry away. 

Let us devote all our energies to the sole 
work of enriching our fields, beautifying 
our homes, multiplying our productions, 
erecting foundries, building factories, and 
developing in every form our vast material 
resources. 

Toward the colored race let us redouble 
our efforts to be just, kind and forbearing. 
They are not the authors of our wrongs. 
Nine out of ten of them wish to do right. 
I doubt whether the same number of any 
other color or race of the human family 
could pass the same ordeals through which 
they bave passed during the Jast four years 
and de as well as they have done. With a 
few wicked or deluded exceptions, th 
will joinusin bringing contempt on a 
these Congressional iniquitiesand on their 
authors. 

The black angel of political, social and 
moral death is deepening the shadows of his 
wings over the Continent. Thoses s 
will certainly settle in the tbi arkhess 
of despotism and sorrow on the Nort 
people. Then the sun of Liberty Will 
dawn again upon the South. That dawh- 
ing will reveal us with coffers refilled, with 
waste places rebuilt, with resources o 
kinds at home, and with sustained 
and unsullied manhood preserved. “And, 
to these, whatever else honor can commend 
or virtue desire, will be added for us and 
for our children, 

I thank God that I was born in the South, 
and with a spirit that knows no fear of 
her enemies, and would not escape a-full 
share of her sufferings. -

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Mr. Beck’s Speech in the House 
against the Georgia Bill. 


Mr. Beck stated that Georgia. having Siatesipl ary. Gs i 
complied with the requirements of the 
reconstruction laws, was as. much a sov- 
ercign State as New York or Massa- 
chusetts. He quoted the dispatch sent 
by Mr. Tift to the Georgia Legislature, 
partly in-the writing of President Grant, 
advising the submission to the courts of the 
question of negro eligibility to hold office, 
and then to adjourn. That advice was act- 
edon. ‘The question was submitted to the 
courts, and the Legislature adjourned. The 
Circuit Court had decided against the eligi- 
bility of negroes to hold office, and that 
decision had been overruled by the Su- 
preme Court of the State. The Legislature 
was to meet on the second Monday in Jan- 
uary. ‘lhis bill proposed to anticipate the 
action of the Legislature and to throw the 
whole matter into the hands of Gov. Bul- 
lock, who was charged with misappropria- 
ting the funds of the State, and he was 
afraid of impeachment by the Legislature. 
TAKING THE BULLOCK BY THE HORNS. 

In this connection he sent to the Clerk’s 
desk and had read a letter to himself from 
the State Treasurer, a leading Republican, 
charging Gov. Bullock, with many specific 
acts of misappropriation of the State funds. 

In referring to the letter read from the 
State Treasurer making charges against 
Gov. Bullock, he said the letter had been 
read by himself this morning to Gov, Bul- 
lock so he might contradict the chargesif he 
could, but neither he nor any friend of his 
had successfully done so.
